EXT: “Say not ye, There are 
pret four months, and then 

cometh harvest? behold, I say 
Gy unto you, Lift up your eyes, 
land look on the fields; for 
they are white already to harvest. And he 
that reapeth receiveth wages, and gather- 
eth fruit unto life eternal,” John 4:35, 
36. 


Verse 38 of this same chapter, “I sent 
you to reap that whereon you bestowed 
no labour.” Just read in the Bible or Fox’s 
Book of Martyrs about those saints that 
came to the end of life’s journey, some 
burning at the stake, some at the chop- 
ping block, with the Spirit of God blaz- 
ing in their souls. One of these saints 
that died at the chopping block wrote 
a letter on heroes in the eleventh chapter 
of Hebrews and when he reached his 
climax, verse 38, and had weighed this 
world in the scales of God’s justice, this 
is what he said, “Of whom this world 
was not worthy.”

There was something 
that I could grip till God’s cause was 
accomplished. 





MY VISION 


In the early part of my Christian ex- 
perience and call to the ministry, I gave 
particular attention to the class of people 
that Jesus was most interested in, the 
poor blind man begging by the road side, 
poor woman sick for twelve years and 
had spent all that she had with the doc- 
tors, the man with the legions of devils, 
and many more, as the New Testament 
tells of many such cases. That has been 
nearly fourteen years ago, but that vision 
I caught going into these places, where 
sin is as black as night, that same vision 
still burns on the altar of my soul. 


My vision has always called me to the 
places that it seemed hardly no other min- 
ister cared for. Since my call is that way 
my sweetest victory is when I obey. I 
could never do what I wanted to on ac- 
count of finances. I have often told some 
of our ministers that if I were only fi- 
nancially able, I would like to go into a 
town and into the slums and preach to the 
down and outcast at least three or four 
times a day, giving out tracts, and get 
that class that never attends church, to 
see the need of a Savior. Some of my 
brethren seem to think it wouldn’t work. 
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AFTER TWELVE YEARS OF FAITH 
AND PRAYER 

This has been one year God has blessed 
financially to carry out this work. 

After two years here at Jacksonville, 
building a new church, I resigned on con- 
dition that if it were God’s will to come 
back, I would come back, but my prayer 
was that God would make it possible to 
carry out my vision. I came back from 
the Assembly and told the people we 
would take the blackest places of sin in 
Jacksonville. We would not bank up any 
surplus tithes, but we would spend it for 
the salvation of the lost. This was agreed 
to by the church. 

A LEADER FOR THE PERSONAL 
WORKERS 

I knew a young lady who was an 
evangelist in the state, a good organizer 
and one that could not be defeated by the 
devil, because she was a woman of prayer,

and the finances came in to take care of 
her. A pastor can not take care of all the 
departments of the church, and keep all 
departments of personal work going. She 
is known throughout the state of Florida 
as “Happy Smith.” Her first message was 
in a prison camp. She is happy when she 
is doing that kind of work. There the 
fight against the devil started. 
A STATION WAGON 

A Ford truck was purchased to carry 
the personal workers, eight and ten at the 
time. It has glass sides like a bus. It goes 
every day somewhere with workers to do 
some work for the Lord. Of course the 
leader plans all the trips. We have no 
excuse about a way to go. 

PERSONAL WORK TAUGHT 

As to how to use tracts and a good 


spirit to gain the man, woman, boy and 
girl with whom they are dealing, young 
workers are instructed by the teacher. It 
is a great responsibility, because the in- 
fluence of your church and its good 
depends on how they act and work on the 
outside. 


TRACTS 
We are nearing the 100,000 mark al- 
ready, besides the Lighted Pathways and 
Evangels that have been given away. 
There is no space to tell what this has 
done. There is a testimony given in 
nearly every service by someone who has 


been blessed. 
SOUND SYSTEM 


Every night we have no service at the 
church we go into a new section of the 
city and hold open-air services. While we 
are singing and preaching the personal 
workers are handing out literature and 
getting acquainted with new people. 

We have a permit to hold these open- 
air services on any street in the city with 
a sound track. A fire inspector, just con- 
verted, got the permit for us. Some 
preachers have only two services a week. 
We don’t have enough days in the week 
to get all our services in. 

SATURDAY CRUSADE 

Young men with to-the-point salva- 
tion tracts, meet at the bus station and 
railroad station and hand them out to 
those just leaving or coming in. 

TRACT HOLDERS 

When passing through Jacksonville on 
bus you'll find “ta Church of God Tract 
Holder” in the bus station. Have one. It 
has the address of our church on it. 


HOSPITAL WORK 
It is practically an everyday job to 
visit every room. We average a thousand 
calls or more a month, giving out Chris- 
tian literature and praying for the sick. 
Of course that is where we have to use 
every precaution, so we can continue our 
work. This past Sunday, a young lady 
visited our church, who had just been 
operated on. She was prayed for here in 
a leading hospital by a personal worker. 
She gave God the glory for bringing her 
out alive, and started to church here, be- 

ing a non-church-goer before. 


JAIL WORK 

This is Sunday afternoon, August 4, 
that I am finishing this article. The per- 
sonal workers, being grouped by Sister 
Smith for the afternoon, are in two 
groups to work the jail, one on one floor 
and the other on the other. 

We never have less than one to five 
conversions there. Gospels of St. John 
are given to every prisoner. We do not 
have space to give all the testimonies of 
how God works there.

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An Educated tT great leader and apostle of the Gen- 
Ministry tile church was the Apostle Paul and it 
is to his knowledge, craft, technique, and un- 
daunted courage that the earliest spread and general progress of 
the Church among the Gentiles is due. Paul did not only know 
the art of evangelism but was 
possessed of the knowledge to 
set in order things that were 
lacking. This was then, as it 
is now, necessary to conserve 
and rightly utilize the zeal and 
powers of the Church. Paul was 
also a spiritual dietician. He 
knew how to feed his flock. To 
the Corinthian church, 1 Cor. 3: 
2, he said, “I have fed you with 
milk, and not with meat: for 
hitherto ye were not able to bear 
it, neither yet now are ye able.” 
The Bible contains everything 
that is necessary unto man’s sal- 
vation. Within its confines is 
the proper diet for His flock. 
It also contains a prescription 
for a lost world, one which wiil 
cure their ills and provide for them an inheritance. It also con- 
tains prescriptions for a sick or afflicted church. Therefore, the 
minister must be acquainted with its contents and know how 
to rightly apply it as time and occasion may demand. 

Paul told Timothy to “study to shew thyself approved.” A 
minister must know something more than his Bible. .He must 
know something of the world and of the people of the world 
upon whom he is to practice. He should know his church and 
the disposition of its members. He should know that when one 
is spiritually ill a chastisement will not cure the disease. It has 
been said that when European nations run against a political 
snag the leaders know not what to do for an adjustment, that 
they blame the whole thing on the Jew and start a wholesale 
anti-Semetic persecution. 

A schoolteacher once visited a holiness church for a Sunday 
evening service and listened to the pastor’s sermon. The pastor, 
having some difficulty in finding something appropriate, in- 
structive, and beneficial, decided that the trouble was with his 
church and launched a tirade of persecution against his mem- 
bership. The next day the schoolteacher asked one of the pas- 
tor’s influential members, ““What on earth have those members 
been doing?

had made the statement at the beginning of the service that 
the holiness people were the best people on earth.) A very bad 
impression of the leadership of that holiness church was left on 
the mind of the schoolteacher who visited it. 

The pastor must be a spiritual doctor. He must know his 
patients as well as his medicine cabinet. On one occasion a doc- 
tor had left an untrained nurse with a patient who had been 
quite ill for some time. He gave directions for the giving of 
the medicine but the one with whom the patient was left did 
not go exactly by directions and gave the wrong medicine. The 
consequence was that when the doctor again visited the patient 
she was dead. 

It is plainly to be understood that in the administration of 
medicine for the body, no medicine at all is better than the 
wrong kind of medicine. Your Editor thinks that the same thing 
is true in spiritual administration, that it is better to give noth- 
ing than to give the wrong thing. There is no excuse in this 
country for illiteracy and ignorance in leadership, for God has 
given us a country filled with schools and good books. Many 
of the greatest men of America were men who did not have 
literary opportunities in youth but they made themselves oppor- 
tunities. They studied by candlelight or by a light made by a 
lighted string in a saucer of grease. People are not handicapped 
in this way and manner in these wonderful days of opportunity 
for books on every subject necessary are available to those who 
wish to avail themselves of the opportunity to get knowledge. 
The Church of God maintains a good Bible School for those 
who can attend and a correspondence course for those who 
cannot. Books that will help one 
to understand God’s Word and 
to know Him in His creation 
can be easily obtained. Those

According to Brother Ingram’s letters 
the countries of Brazil and Argentina are wide open and with 
outstretched arms are begging for the Church of God and for 
Church of God missionaries to open up and organize and main- 
tain a work there. These calls from hungry hearts for food in

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Praying Through Hard 
Places

HE Bible saints knew the value of 
prayer. Places and times were set 
apart for prayer. They erected altars of 
prayer. Prayer was their leading ministry 
in service. They made sacrifices of 
thanksgiving and called on the name of 
the Lord in one accord. (Acts 4:23-31.) 
They never talked defeat, nor saw an 
impossibility! (Acts 12:1-24.) James was 
in the grave, Peter was in prison, and 
the Church of God was in Mary’s house 
praying, and the angel was on his way to 
the prison in answer to prayer to bring 
Peter out! Hallelujah! What a wonder! 
The Church was not saying prayers, 
nor reading prayers, nor preaching about 
prayer, nor writing about prayer,—the 
Church was praying in the Holy Ghost 
in Mary’s house. Both ends of the prayer 
line were busy—the sending and the re- 
ceiving. Prayer was sent in haste. Only 
one night to do business! Peter must be 
brought the next day before Herod the 
king. Peter was taking a little rest, the 
Church still insisting on his release. The 
power was present. They did not ask for 
habeas corpus, they asked for a live man! 
They had it settled that when St. Peter 
was set free, the prayer meeting was 
closed. My! what a church! 

As the king sat upon his throne the 
next day, and made an oration unto the 
people, and they gave a shout, saying, it 
is the voice of a god, immediately the an- 
gel of the Lord smote him because he 
gave not God the glory, and he was eaten 
of worms, and gave up the ghost. But 
the Word of God grew and multiplied. 
That is the result of the Church praying 
in one accord. They prayed, and God an- 
swered and removed the hard place. 

Under Queen Mary of England, the 
Scotch Church was held under her vi- 
cious hand, John Knox, a reformer, 
prayed at midnight in his garden, “Give 
me Scotland or I die.” She died soon after, 
and Scotland was free. Before her death 
she said, “I fear the prayers of John 
Knox more than the armies of Europe.” 
Brethren, I feel like praying! What do 
you say about it? 

There are victories that will not come 
only by united prayer. There are hard 
places which will yield to no power but 
prayer. “Power from on high” yields to 
no touch but the touch of mighty united 
intercession. Anything can be done by 
the prayer of faith. It is the greatest force 
on earth today. Hindering forces of evil 
DO give way to persistent, intensified 
prayer. 

Many years ago there was a mother in 
Somerville, N. J., whose son, a young 
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man, had begun to lead a desolute life. 
One evening she begged him not to spend 
the evening away from her, but he de- 
clared that he would. He said, “Mother, I 
am not going to be tied to your apron 
string. I am going to go.” The mother re- 
plied, “Please try to remember that 
every moment tonight until you come 
back I am going to be on my knees 
asking God to save you.” The son, with 
a rude gesture and unuttered oath, 
rushed from her presence and spent the 
night in a shameful carousal. It was four 
o’clock in the morning when he got home. 
He had managed to keep his mother out 
of his mind during his revelry. As he got 
to the house he saw a light shining 
through the shutters. Looking in he saw 
his mother on her knees and heard her 
praying, “God, save my wandering boy.” 
Going to his room he threw himself on 
his bed but could not sleep. After a while 
he arose, then knelt down, and it seemed 
to him that Christ’s power proceeded 
from a room where his wrestling mother 
was pleading with God, and it led him to 
cry out, “God, be merciful to me a sin- 
ner.” That very morning he was saved. 
The news of his salvation soon spread and 
in three weeks from that time more than 
two hundred young people had been con- 
verted. This young man was the father of 
D. T. DeWitt Talmage.

When He was 
reviled, He reviled not again, and speak- 
ing of Him according to James 5:6, “Ye 
have condemned and killed the just; and 
he doth not resist you,” so the paramount 
teaching is that the just do not resist. 

Question: Please give us your thought 
on the different orders of the resurrection 
as spoken of in 1 Cor. 15:41. Will all 
of them be in the first resurrection?

Answer: The 15th chapter of 1 Co- 
rinthians is called the Resurrection chap- 
ter.

C. T. Furman and his wife, Carrie, 
went as missionaries to the little country 
of Guatemala, C. A. Their arriving was

not hailed with gladness by those to 
whom they are carrying the greatest mes- 
sage on earth, but rather on the contrary, 
fear, suspicion, and hatred was the spirit 
with which they were greeted, and an 
apostate church had warned the people 
against any who came _ (evangelists), 
that to go their meetings or listen to them 
would possibly bring sickness and death 
upon those who were guilty. According 
to the words of Brother Furman, 
“Strongholds of the powers of darkness 
systematically fortified against the gos- 
pel of the Lord Jesus Christ by idolatrous 
Roman Catholic pretensions built upon 
the foundations of age-old pagan idola- 
try, superstitions, witchcraft, ignorance, 
and fanaticism.” But the call had come 
to Brother and Sister Furman and they 
dared not refuse. 


The story of their twenty years’ work 
in the Mayan highlands of Guatemala is 
certainly a beautiful story. Their work 
in conversions was very low but finally, 
having broken into the hearts of a few 
ef the natives, who in turn felt the call 
to carry the glad message that they them- 
selves had received, a fire was kindled 
that began to sweep through the high- 
lands. The story tells of some of these 
missionaries; a Brother Pullin who 
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worked shoulder to shoulder with the 
Furmans; Don Jose Enriquez who at- 
tended the Assembly in 1938, a native 
missionary who has been of no small help 
to the Furmans; Don Carlos, another 
native missionary, to whom great credit 
is to be given for the great work done 
there; Obispo Lacan, a native convert 
who also dedicated his life to the minis- 
try of the Word among his own people. 

There are now more than 
Churches of God dotting the Mayan 
highlands of Guatemala. A brief story of 
the work required in bringing into ex- 
istence this wonderful work is told.in the 
first part of the little booklet now on 
the press at the Church of God Publish- 
ing House. The latter part of this book- 


let tells the beautiful story of Chuce, §

Brother Furman did not allow his dis- 
couragement to cause him to cancel the 
obligation he had made with the Indian 
man. He tells of how he met the Indian 
father and obtained the little fellow who 
walked along by his side and as they be- 
came acquainted they became good com- 
rades. They arrived home late, put the 
horse away, and slipped into the house. 
Brother Furman says, “hoping that Car- 
rie would be sleeping and explanations 
put off until morning. But she heard us 
and coming out to see who was making 
the conversation, she looked down into 
two large wistful brown eyes which 
seemed to say: ‘Here I am. What are you 
going to do with me?’” The rest of the 
story is very fascinating. Chuce has 
grown up to be a man now with God’s 
blessings upon his life.

STATE PENITENTIARY 

We visit this place the fourth Sunday 
in every month, which is at Raiford, 
Fla. The most serious part of this trip 
each month is the death house, those who 
are waiting for the electric chair. This 
past Sunday, July 29, at 8:30 A. M., a 
young man went out to meet God. He 
had never known his mother or father. 
To know the background of his _ life 
would almost make you tremble. I have 
no space to tell it. He paid the penalty 
for luring two school girls off in Miami, 
Fla., and killing one. When they placed 
him in the death house, we put a small 
motto, “God Is Love,” in his cell. He 
had only thirteen steps to make to the 
chair. 

Our prayers with him, we hope, were 
the result of his last words in the chair. 
This is what they were: “I want the girls 
that I killed, mother and father to for- 
give me, and my blessed God to forgive 
me.” I received the little motto back this 
morning by mail, from the prison. 

We have letters from these places, we 
will send in a few along. If I had space 
to tell you we could tell you of two 
years’ working in the penitentiary. 

HOME FOR FALLEN GIRLS 

Girls who have a taste for sin are final- 
ly paid off with sorrow and shame. If ev- 
ery girl could have sat and heard a young 
girl twenty years old tell her story to me 
and another brother a short time ago, ev- 
ery girl with good raising would look 
to the God of all grace for grace to help 
in the time of need.

the real mother leaving it, never to see 
it again. 

Possibly any girl near by Jacksonville 
can make an appointment with Sister 
Smith to go to some service. Let her take 
you through one time, that will be enough 
for any girl. | am making arrangements 
for a young girl to enter that home now. 
This evil is sweeping the country. Let us 
pray as we have never prayed before. 
This is just a touch on this. 

OLD AGE HOME 

We have services here once a week, al- 
so some that have the Holy Ghost attend 
our services each week. To hear some of 
these testimonies, knowing that they 
don’t have any thing to live for but God 
makes us do what we can to make them 
happy. None in this home are under sev- 
enty years old. What a beautiful congre- 
gation!

In the picture above is shown the 
place where the first Assembly was 
held, and standing at the gate, on 
the left is the first pastor of the 
Church of God, R. G. Spurling, and 
to the right, W. F. Bryant in whose 
house the second church was or- 
ganized. Marvelous and wonderful 
has been the growth of the Church 
since that time and it is only by 
reading the history of this great 
organization that one can appre-

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been fought and the victories that 
have been won all along the line. Its 
evangelism in the states, its or- 
phanage work, mission work, and 
the general program which has 
brought it into national repute, has 
been marvelous. 

The second picture on this page 
shows the Assembly as it convened 
in its 32nd Annual Assembly at 
Chattanooga, Tennessee, October 
8-14, 1937. This Assembly was held 
in the Memorial Auditorium where 
it will again convene this year. As 
can be seen in the picture, the audi- 
torium was well filled at that time, 
and it is expected by all who know 
the wonderful growth which the 
Church has had, that this will be 
the greatest Assembly we have 
ever had. The Entertainment 
Committee has been appointed 
and is now working hard to have 
all arrangements so made as to 
provide the greatest comfort 
and enjoyment for those who at- 
tend that they have ever experi- 
enced. Representatives of differ- 
ent Pentecostal groups are ex- 
pected to visit us.
